Urges Action to Prevent Repeated 


Bond Issues, 


SHOULD NOT EEOOGNIZE CUBA, 


Spain Should Bo Given Time to 
Per- 


fect the Proposed Autonomy Plan 
Promised by Sagasta's Cabinet—ITa- 
JFovors Hawaiian Aunexatioa. 


Washington, Dec. 7.—The attendance 


in both houses of congress yesterday 
was notably large, despite the known 
fact that no business would be trans- 
acted. The event of the day was, of 
course, the reading of the president's 
message, a voluminous document of 14,- 
000 words, and at the conclusion of the 
reading both hcuaes adjourned until 
today. 


The message congratulates congress 


upon assembling under felicitous con- 
ditions. Peace and good will with all 
the nations cf the earth remain un- 
broken, he says, and we should teei 
genuine satisfaction at the growing 
spirit of fnutrnai regard and unifica- 
tion in all sections of our country and 
the lifting of great public sense above 
party prejudice. 


Beginning wiih the subject of the 


finances the president says that, while 
tbe full effect of the legislation or the 
extra session has not yet been realized, 
what It has already accomplished as- 
sures us of its timeliness and wisdom. 
To test its permanent value further 
time will be required, and the people, 
satisfied with its operation and i-esults 
thus far, are in no mind to withhold 
from it a fair trial. 


The next question pressing for con- 


sideration is that of the currency. 
With the great resources of the gov- 
ernment and with the honorable ex- 
ample of the past before us, we ought 
not to hesitate to enter upon a cur- 
rency revision which will make our de- 
mand obligations less onerous to the 
government and relieve our financial 
laws Irem ambiguity and doubt. The 
evil of the present system Is found in 
the great cost to the government of 
maintaining at parity with gold our 
different forms of money, and the ex- 
perience of the past four years have 
demonstrated *hat this is not only an 
expensive charge upon the government, 
but a dangerous menace to our na- 
tional credit. 


Protection Against Bond Issues. 
It Is manifest that we must devise 


some plan to protect tbe government 
against bond issues for repeated re- 
demptions. 
We have $900,000,000 of 


currency which the government by sol- 
emn enactment has undertaken to keep 
at par, and nobody is obliged to redeem 
in gold but the government, which 
must redeem in gold. The law which 
requires the payment out of the treas- 
ury of redeemed United States notes 
demands a constant replenishment of 
the gold reserve, especially in times of 
panic and insufficient revenue, and dur- 
ing the preceding administration |262,- 
315,400 4% per cent bonds were issued 
and sold to sustain the gold reserve and 
pay the expenses of the government 
in excess of the revenue. While it is 
true that a greater part of this is 
used to supply deficient revenues, a 
considerable portion was required to 
maintain the gold reserve. If no fur- 
ther legislation is to be had to cor- 
rect this, and the policy of selling 
bonds is to be continued, then congress 
should give the secretary of the treas- 
ury authority to sell bonds at long or 
short periods, bearing a less rate of in- 
terest than is now authorized by law. 
The president says: 


"I earnestly recommend, as soon as 


the receipts of the government are 
quite sufficient to pay a» the expenses 
of the government, that when any 
United States notes are presented for 
redemption in gold and are redeemed in 
gold, such notes slipi! be kept and set 
apart and only paid out in exchange 
for gold. This is an obvious duty. If 
the holder of the United States note 
prefers the £cl<3 and gets it from the 
government he should not receiv back 
from the government a United States 
note without paying gold in exchange 
for it." That amounts, to the presi- 
dent's mind, to givipg an interest bear- 
ir.p fieht, a government bond, for a non- 
interest bearing debt, a Uniteti States 
nole.

sideration for the detail plan of the sec- 
retary of the treasury to protect the 
gold reserve. He concurs with him in 
the

banks be allowed to issue notrs to th» 
face value of their bonds deposited:

was, in the president's opinion, in the 
direction cf a better understanding. It 
admitted cur friendly purposes and 
deep interest, and declared that the 
new 
government was 
bound to a 


change of policy that should satisfy 
the United States and pacify Cuba 
within a reasonable time. To this end, 
| political reforms will be put into effect 
' and military operations cenducted on 


humane lines. It was suggested that 
Spain be left free to conduct military 
operations and grant political reforms, 
while the United States for its part 
should enforce neutral obligations and 
cut off the assistance which the insur- 
gents, it was asserted, received from 
this country. Early and complete pac- 
ification is hoped for. 


The president declares that the Span- 


ish disposition to charge us with fail- 
lire to meet international duties is base- 
less, and points to the efforts this gov- 
ernment has made at the cost of mil- 
lions and by the employment of the ad- 
ministrative ministry of the nation to 
perform its full duty. He also says 
that the fact that no military expedi- 
tion or armed vessel hae,left our shores 
has- J>een .diplomatieaflj" represented 
with Spain. Premising that through- 
out all the horrors and dangers to our 
own peace, the United States has never 
abrogated its right to determine its 
policy 
as 
to 
Cuba, the president 


points out that of untried measures 
there remain only: Becognition of the 
insurgents as belligerents, recognition 
of the independence of Cuba, neutral 
intervention to end the war by impos- 
ing a national compromise between the 
contestants, and intervention in favor 
of one or the other party. He says: 
"I speak not of forcible annexation, for 
that cannot be thought of. That, by 
our code of morality, would be crimi- 
nal aggression. 


-Recognition Not Warranted. 


Taking up the question of belligerency 


the president 
Quote at length from 


President Grant's message of Dec. 7, 
1875, wherein he declared that the con- 
ditions in Cuba warranted neither the 
recognition of independence nor the re- 
cognition of belligerency. He adds that, 
moreover, a recognition of belligerency 
would confer upon neither party to the 
conflict a status not theretofore actually 
possessed, while it would weigh heavily 
in Spain's behalf, giving her the right 
of search on the hiirh seas and ex- 
tending her maritime rights to the mar- 
gin of our territorial waters. "For these 
reasons," says the president, "I regard 
the recognition of the belligerency of 
the Cuban insurgents as now unwise, 
and therefore inadmissible. Should that 
step thereafter be deemed wise as a 
matter of rinht and duty the execu- 
tive will take it" 


He points out to the hopeful change 


in the Spanish policy to the pledge of 
reform and to the abatement of the 
horrors of war as reasons acaint in- 
tervention on humanitarian grounds. 
The president sketches the autonomy 
scheme of the Spanish jcovernment. and 
says that it is honestly due to Spain 
that she should be jpven a reasonable 
chance to realize her expectations and 
to prove the asserted efficacy of the 
new order of things t<> which she stands 
irrevocably committed.

recommends international arbitration, 
and besi-eaks a liberal appropriation 
for American exhibits at the Paris ex- 
position. Under the head of the navy 
the president points to the necessity 
for speedy legislation to procure the 
armor for the three battleships now 
building which would be otherwise use- 
less. He urges thrt three or four of 
the largest docks be provided on the 
Atlantic, at least one on the Pacific 
coast, and a floating dock in the gulf. 
There should also be provision for mu- 
nitions of var and an increase of of- 
ficers and enlisted men. 


Attention is called to the need for 


prompt legislation as to Alaska and 
the extension of civil authority within 
the territory. If the startling reports 
as to the probable shortage of food for 
the miners be fully veuried every effort 
should be made to furnish relief. 


The message deals at some length 


with the unsatisfactory condition of 
affairs in the Indian Territory. 
The 


large white element is said to be with- 
out protection and without schools or 
other rights of citizens; leading In- 
dians have absorbed great tracts of 
lands and created an aristocracy, and 
the friands of the Indians believe that 
the best interests of the five civilized 
tribes would be found in American 
citizenship. 


The president recommends a sys- 


tematic bacteriological investigation to 
discover the exact cause of yellow f»- 
ver, and thus prevent the spread of 
the disease. He calls attention to the 
faft that but 82,500,000 is offered for tae 
Kansas Pacific road, although the gov- 
ernment's claim against the road is 
$13,000,000, and asks whether the gov- 
ernment shall purchase or redeem the 
road. Congress is congratulated on the 
establishment of the Congressional li- 
brary, and its development is urged. 
The message closes with a chapter on 
the civil service system. 


Mother McKinley Wyingr. 


Canton, O-, Dec. 7.—Mrs. McKinley, 


the mother of the president, now near- 
ly 89 years old, was stricken with par- 
alysis last Thursday morning, and has 
since been unconscious most of the time. 
She rallied for a short time today, and 
recognized those about her, but is grad- 
ually sinking away, and her death may 
be announced at any time. The presi- 
dent arrived at his mother's bedside on 
Saturday morning, but was obliged to 
return to Washington again in the even- 
Ing, owing to the opening of congress 
today. He left Washington for Canton 
again last night and arrived here this 
morning. 
Kis mother rallied long 


enough to recognize him, and again 
lapsed into unconsciousness.

Bpntn Should tie Given Tim© to P er­ 
fect tho Proposed Autonomy Plan 
Promised by 8 ngasta’s Cabinet—X^a- 
JTavors Hawaiian Annexation, 


Washington, Dec. 7.—The attendance 
in both houses of congress yesterday 
was notably large, despite the known 
fact that no business would be trans­ 
acted. The event of the day was, of 
course, the reading of the president’s 
message, a voluminous document of 14,- 
000 words, and at the conclusion of the 
reading both hcuses adjourned until 
today. 


The message congratulates congress 
upon assembling under felicitous con­ 
ditions. Peace and good will with all 
the nations of the earth remain un­ 
broken, he says, and we should feel 
genuine satisfaction at the growing 
spirit of fraternal regard and unifica­ 
tion in all sections of our country and 
the lifting of great public sense above 
party prejudice. 


Beginning with the subject of the 
finances the president says that, while 
the full eftect of the legislation ot the 
extra session has not yet been realized, 
what it has already accomplished as­ 
sures us of its timeliness and wisdom. 
To test its permanent value further 
time will be required, and the people, 
satisfied with its operation and results 
thus far, are in no mind to withhold 
from it a fair trial. 


The next question pressing for con­ 
sideration is that of the currency. 
With the great resources of the gov­ 
ernment and with the honorable ex­ 
ample of the past before us, we ought 
not to hesitate to enter upon a cur­ 
rency revision which will make our de­ 
mand obligations less onerous to the 
government and relieve our financial 
law# from ambiguity and doubt. The 
evil of the present system Is found in 
the great cost to the government of 
maintaining at parity with gold our 
different forms of money, and the ex­ 
perience of the past four years have 
demonstrated *fhat this Is not only an 
expensive charge upon the government, 
but a dangerous menace to our na­ 
tional credit. 


Protection Against Bond Issues. 
It is manifest that we must devise 
some plan to protect the government 
against bond issues for repeated re­ 
demptions. 
We have $900,000,000 of 
currency which the government by sol­ 
emn enactment has undertaken to keep 
at par, and nobody is obliged to redeem 
in gold but the government, which 
must redeem in gold. The law which 
requires the payment out of the treas­ 
ury of redeemed United States notes . 
demands a constant replenishment of 
the gold reserve, especially in times of 
panic and insufficient revenue, and dur­ 
ing the preceding administration $2G2,- 
315,400 4l/£ per cent bonds were issued 
and sold to sustain the gold reserve and 
pay the expenses of the government 
in excess of the revenue, While it is 
true that a greater part of this is 
used to supply deficient revenues, a 
considerable portion was requh’ed to 
maintain the gold reserve. If no fur­ 
ther legislation is to be had to cor­ 
rect this, and the policy of selling 
bonds is to be continued, then congress 
should give the secretary of the treas­ 
ury authority to sell bonds at long or 
short periods, bearing a less rate of in­ 
terest than is now authorized by law. 
The president says: 


“I earnestly recommend, as soon as 
the receipts of the government are 
quite suliieient to pay a** the expenses 
of the government, that when any 
United States notes are presented for 
redemption in gold and are redeemed in 
gold, such notes shall be kept and set 
apart and only paid out in exchange 
for gold. This is an obvious duty. If 
the holder of the United States note 
prefers the gold and gets it from the 
government he should not receive back 
from the government a United States 
note without paying gold in exchange 
for It." 
That amounts, to the presi­ 
dent's mind, to giving an interest bear­ 
ing debt, a government bond, for a non­ 
interest bearing debt, a United States 
note. 


The president invites careful con» 
sideration for the detail plan of the sec­ 
retary of the treasury to px^otect the 
gold reserve. lie concurs with him in 
the 
recommendation 
that 
national 
banks be allowed to issue notes to the 
face value of their bunds deposited: 
that the circulating tax be reduced to 
one-half of 1 per cent, and that na­ 
tional banks may be established with 
a capital of £25,000. He also recom­ 
mends that the issue of national bank 
notes be restricted to the denomina­ 
tion of $10 and upward, and that they 
be required to redeem their notes in 
cold. 


The OnTban Question. 
! 


The j^rw-fciuent devotes much space 
to a consiueration of the Cuban ques­ 
tion. Summarising the history of for- 
iner o u ;liv^ U the president comes v 


down to t h K present insurrection,speak­ 
ing of its rei u.rkable increase, its ten­ 
acious existence 
against 
enormous 
forces massed by Spain, the wide­ 
spread destruction of property and the 
disregard ol the civilised code of war 
on both shjop. lie s^ys thes»* condi­ 
tions give rise to gravest apprehen­ 
sions. There is no desire to profit by 
Spain’s misfortune?, and we have only 
the desire to see the Cubans enjoying 
that measure of self control which is 
the inalienabV* right of all. Of the con­ 
centration policy of Weyler he says: 
“It has uti^’ly faiWI as a war meas­ 
ure. It :s not civilised warfare; it is 
extermination.” 


) 
Against th :n abuse of the rights of 
war, the pi* rid-nt says he has felt 
constrained on repeated < ecasions to 
rmter the ft *m and earnest protest of 
this government. lie out.ines his in­ 
structions to Minister Woodford, which 
were in substance to impress upon 
the Spanish government the sincere 
wish of the United States to lend its 
aid towaid the endinfe of the war by 
reaching a peaceful and lasting re­ 
sult just as honorable to Spain and to 
the Cuban people. 


The Spanish reply to Mr. Woodford 
was, in the president’s opinion, in the 
direction cf a better understanding. It 
admitted our friendly purposes and 
deep interest, and declared that the 
new 
government 
was 
bound to a 


change of policy that should satisfy 
the United States and pacify Cuba 
within a reasonable time. Tu this end, 
political reforms will be put into effect 
and military operations conducted on 
humane lines. It was suggested that 
Spain be left free to conduct military 
operations and grant political reforms, 
while the United States for its part 
should enforce neutral obligations and 
cut off the assistance which the insur­ 
gents, it was asserted, received from 
this country. Early and complete pac­ 
ification Is hoped for. 


The president declares that the Span­ 
ish disposition to charge us with fail­ 
ure to meet international duties is base­ 
less, and points to the efforts this gov­ 
ernment has made at the cost of mil­ 
lions and by the employment of the ad­ 
ministrative ministry of the nation to 
perform its full duty. He also says 
that the fact that no military expedi­ 
tion or armed vessel ha» left our shores 
has. been 
diplomatically represented 
with Spain. Premising that through­ 
out all the horrors and dangers to our 
own peace, the United States has never 
abrogated its right to determine its 
policy 
as 
to 
Cuba, the president 
points out that of untried measures 
there remain only: Recognition of the 
insurgents as belligerents, recognition 
of the independence of Cuba, neutral 
intervention to end the war by impos­ 
ing a national compromise between the 
contestants, and intervention in favor 
of one or the other party. He says: 
“I speak not of forcible annexation, for 
that cannot be thought of. That, by 
our code of morality, would be crimi­ 
nal aggression, 


Recocrnitlon Not W arranted. 
Taking up the question of belligerency 
the president quote at length from 
President Grant’s message of Dec. 7, 
1875, wherein he declared that the con­ 
ditions in Cuba warranted neither the 
recognition of independence nor the re­ 
cognition of belligerency. He adds that, 
moreover, a recognition of belligerency 
would confer upon neither party to the 
conflict a status not theretofore actually 
possessed, while it would weigh heavily 
in Spain’s behalf, giving her the right 
of search on the high seas and ex­ 
tending her maritime rights to the m ar­ 
gin of our territorial waters. “For these 
reasons,“ says the president, “I regard 
the recognition of the belligerency of 
the Cuban insurgents as now unwise, 
and therefore inadmissible. Should that 
step thereafter be deemed wise as a 
matter of right and duty the execu­ 
tive will take it.“ 


He points out to the hopeful change 
in the Spanish policy to the pledge of 
reform and to the abatement of the 
horrors of war as reasons againt in­ 
tervention on humanitarian grounds. 
The president sketches- the autonomy 
scheme of the Spanish government, and 
says that it is honestly due to Spain 
that she should be given a reasonable 
chance to realize her expectations and 
to prove the asserted elficacy of the 
new order of things to which she stands 
irrevocably committed. 


Urires Hawaiian Annexation. 


The president next takes up the sub­ 
ject of the annexation of Hawaii,which, 
he says, should be accomplished. Rap­ 
idly reviewing his former arguments 
in favor of annexation, he says that 
legislation is required in the event of 
the ratification of the treaty, and, while 
abrupt assimilations of immature ele­ 
ments of population should be avoided, 
just provision should be made for self 
rule in local matters, with the largest 
political liberty to the Hawaiian?. He 
says that the dispute between Japan 
and 
Hawaii 
over the immigration 
question is now in a satisfactory stage 
of settlement by negotiation; that our 
government has not intervened, and 
that it is learned that Japan is now 
confident of the intention of this gov­ 
ernment to dttvl with all possible ulte­ 
rior que*tions affecting her interests }n 
the broadest spirit of friendliness.

the Greater Republic of Central Amer­ 
ica. Mr. W. Godfrey Hunt or is said 
to be likewise accredited to Honduras, a 
member of the Greater Republic, and 
his case is awaiting action. 


The Nicaragua canal is spoken of as 
of large importance to our country. 
The M onetary Commission. 


The president s:iys of th<* internation­ 
al monetary commission that, notwith­ 
standing di igent effort, the 
envoys 
have failed so far to scrurp an agree­ 
ment. Gratifieat!« n is expressed at the 
action of France in this matter in join­ 
ing in our efforts, and it is said that 
the negotiations are still pending. The 
! president earnestly hopes that their 
labors may bring about an internation- 
j al agreemont. 
j 
The president urges the improvement 
of our merchant i larine, declares that 
, negotiations fcr the protection of Rer- 
: ing sea seals are in progress, strongly 
1 recommends international arbitration, 
, and bespeaks a liberal appropriation 
for American exhibits at the Paris ex­ 
position. Under the head of the navy 
the president points to the necessity 
for speedy legislation to procure the 
armor for the three battleships now 
building which v ould be otherwise use­ 
less. 
He urges that three or four of 
the largest docks be provided on the 
Atlantic, at least one on the Pacific 
coast, and a floating dock in the gulf. 
There should also be provision for mu­ 
nitions of war and an increase of of­ 
ficers and enlisted men. 


Attention is called to the need for 
prompt legislation as to Alaska and 
the extension of civil authority within 
the territory. 
If the startling reports 
as to the probable shortage of food for 
the miners be fully verified every effort 
should be made to furnish relief. 


The message deals at some length 
with the unsatisfactory condition of 
affairs in the Indian Territory. 
The 
large white element is said to be with­ 
out protection and without schools or 
other rights of citizens; leading In­ 
dians have absorbed great tracts of 
lands and created an aristocracy, and 
the friends of the Indians believe that 
the best interests of the five civilized 
tribes would 
be found in American 
citizenship. 


The president recommends a sys* 
tematic bacteriological investigation to 
discover the exact cause of yellow fe­ 
ver, and thus prevent the spread of 
the disease. 
He calls attention to the 
faot that but $2,500,000 is offered for tne 
±Cansas Pacific road, although the gov­ 
ernment’s claim against the road 13 
$13,000,000, and asks whether the gov­ 
ernment shall purchase or redeem the 
road. Congress is congratulated on the 
establishment of the Congressional li­ 
brary, and its development is urged. 
The message closes writh a chapter on 
the civil service system. 


M other McICinley Dying?« 


Canton, O., Dec. 7.—Mrs. McKinley, 
the mother of the president, now near­ 
ly 89 years old, was stricken with par­ 
alysis last Thursday morning, and has 
since been unconscious most of the time. 
She rallied for a short time today, and 
recognized those about her, but is grad­ 
ually sinking away, and her death may 
be announced at any time. The presi­ 
dent arrived at his mother’s bedside on 
Saturday morning, but was obliged to 
return to Washington again in the even­ 
ing, owing to the opening of congress 
today. lie left Washington for Canton 
again last night and arrived here this | 
morning. 
His 
mother 
rallied 
long 
enough to recognize him, and again 
lapsed Into unconsciousness. 
1ERRIFIC MINE GAS EXPLOSION. 


It Rocks Blocks of IIousos and I^atally 
Injures Three Men. 


Pittston, Pa., Dec. 7.—A terrific ex­ 
plosion of eras in the Clear Spring 
mine will cost three men their lives. 
The remarkable escape of seven others 
from a living tomb forms a thrilling 
incident of the accident. 
The injured 
men are Adam Donavitch, Peter Dona- 
vitch and Alexander Dorbrastey, 


How the accident occurred is not 
clear, for the men who figured in it 
are all foreigners, and unable to tell 
a coherent story. 
The Clear Siting 
mine is located across the river from 
this town. 
The first intimation of a 
mishap was when the earth violently 
shook and caused 
whole 
blocks of 
houses to sway as though an earth­ 
quake was in progress. The explosion 
blew brattices to pieces, 
and 
great 
masses of coal and rock obstructed the 
work of the rescuers. 
The seven, en­ 
tombed men escaped bodily harm and 
were rescued after several hours’ work. 


One of the men who escaped said a 
runaway car bad knocked loose a prop, 
This fell, and with it caved in a mass 
of rock, the deadly gas escaping from 
the opening thus caused. 
The mine 
is badly damaged.

Some of the Points of Singularity About 


the Fish. 


A sturgeon is naturally an inhabi- 


tant of the large rivers and brackish 
water of the north temperate zone, 
more particularly 
of Europe and 


America, says the 
San Francisco 


Chronicle. The Sacramento, the San 
Joaquin, Russian Biver and the Co- 
lumbia on the Avest and the Hudson 
and Delaware on the east are very 
favorable to its production in great 
quantities. 


The importance of the fishery to 


San Francisco is shown by the amount 
brought into the market, in the first 
three months of last year, being 79 - 
761 pounds. 


This iuterestiugand curious fish has 


many points of singularity. Its armed 
exterior skeleton seems to point to its 
being one of the few descendants of 
the ganoid or armor-plated fishes of 
the prehistoric ages. The position of 
the mouth is much the same as in the 
shark family, but its form and func- 
tion is rather that of the remora, or 
sucker family. The flesh, too, is re- 
markable as being reddish and yellow 
and part white. English fishmongers 
call it "beef and veal.'' In that coun- 
try it is usually cooked by baking with 
a stuffing of fine herbs. 


There are several varieties of the 


sturgeon family, the sturgeon proper 
(accipenser sturio). the beluga and the 
sterlet being the principal, the two lat- 
ter kinds belonging to the Eussian 
Avaters. 


j 
Some twenty-five years ago there 


were millions of sturgeons in San 
Francisco bay and tributary waters, 
principally in the mouths of the Sac- 
ramento and San Joaqniu rivers,where 
they lay on the muddy bottom feeding 
on claius and bottom fishes. The 
Chinese, who have au inordinate fond- 
ness for gelatinous substances, such as 
isinglass, sea swallow nests, trepang, 
etc., imi»orted from China a very 
deadly hook for capturing the stur- 
geon, which they caught solely for 
the marrow in its peculiar backbone. 
They stripped out the backbone and 
threw away the rest. Some of the 
back bones were sent to China, where 
isinglass is made from them and also 
a highly tenacious glue. The princi- 
pal use. however, is for making gela- 
tinous soup.

A sturgeon is naturally an inhabi­ 
tant of the large rivers and brackish 
w ater of the north temperate zone, 
more particularly 
of 
Europe and 
America, says the 
San 
Francisco 
Chronicle. 
The Sacramento, the Sau 
Joaquin, Russian River and the Co­ 
lumbia on the west and the Hudson 
and Delaware on the east are very 
favorable to its production in great 
quantities. 


The importance of the fishery to 
San Francisco is shown by the amount 
brought into the market, in the first 
three months of last year, 
being 79,- 
761 pounds. 


This interesting and curious fish has 
many ¡joints of singularity. Its armed 
exterior skeleton seems to jDoint to its 
being one of the few descendants of 
the ganoid or armor-plated fishes of 
the prehistoric ages. 
The position of 
the mouth is much the same as in the 
shark family, but its form and func­ 
tion is rather that of the remora, or 
sucker family. 
The flesh, too, is re­ 
markable as being reddish and yellow 
and part white. 
English fishmongers 
call it “ beef and veal,” 
In that coun­ 
try it is usually cooked by baking with 
a stuffing of fine herbs. 


There are several varieties of the 
sturgeon family, the sturgeon proper 
(accipenser sturio), the beluga and the 
sterlet being the principal,the two lat­ 
ter kinds belonging to the Russian 
waters. 


Some twenty-five years ago there 
wfere millions of sturgeons in San 
Francisco bay and tributary waters, 
principally in the mouths of the Sac­ 
ramento and San Joaquin rivers, where 
they lay on the muddy bottom feeding 
on clams and bottom fishes. 
The 
('hiñese, who have an inordinate fond­ 
ness for gelatinous substances, such as 
isinglass, sea swallow nests, trepang, 
etc., imported from China a very 
deadly hook for capturing the stur­ 
geon, which they caught solely for 
the marrow in its peculiar backbone. 
They stripped out the backbone and 
threw away the rest. 
Some of the 
backbones were sent to China, where 
isinglass is made from them and also 
a highly tenacious glue, 
The princi­ 
pal use, however, is for making gela­ 
tinous soup.

men every month. Of these, 142 only 
were accepted, the rest having failed 
in the physical examination or in- 
quiries made into their character prov- 
ing unsatisfactory." 


"What is the nature of the physical 


examination?" 


"That is extremely 
severe and 


searching. When, we think a man is 
tit for the service we take him in the 
back room and have him strip. The 
recriiMng officer then" examines him. 
His eyesight is tested, his teeth- ex- 
amined -and a careful inspection made 
of his whole body to see that there 
are no physical defects such as cross 
or hammer toes. If he passes this 
inspection he is allowed to remain in 
the office until the regular medical 
examining officer arrives, when the 
applicant undergoes a second and still 
more searching inspection. If all is 
satisfactory the recruit is sent away 
with the next batch of recruits that 
starts for the West. On arrival at his 
regiment he may even the a be reject- 
ed on account of some defect which 
may have been overlooked here. But 
this seldom or never happens."' 


"As a rule, are not the men who 


enlist desperate men who, having 
tried every other means of gaining a 
livelihood, have no alternative, and 
enlist iu despair for something to 
eat?" 


"By no means. Of course we have 


some of that class, but as a rule the 
young fellows who join do so because 
they want to see something more of 
their own country than they would 
otherwise have a chance of doing, and 
who are willing enough to give three 
years of their lives to that end. 
Very 


many of these young men re-enlist for 
a second term, and generally they 
make good soldiers. A few years of 
soldiering is a good thing for a young 
man."' 


"Do you have many cases of men 


deserting after they have been sworn 
in?" 


"In the three years that I have been 


in charge here 1 have only had one 
such case, aud I didn't bother after 
him further thau to send a description 
of him to the police, and they would 
not be likely to trouble themselves, as 
the reward for giving up a deserter 
has been reduced from $30 to $10, 
Hud that is not much of a temptation. 
Of course, nieu desert from their reg- 
iments from various cause?, but we 
have nothing to do with that here. 
Eut^ as I have already said, the se- 
lection of men is so carefully made 
that we know pretty nearly all about 
a man's antecedents. Three men are 
going to San Francisco today, and we 
bave two men awaiting a decision 
from the adjutant general as to wheth- 
er they are to l>e received or not on 
account of * slight physical disability, 
on account of which the medical ex- 
amining officer declines to take the 
responsibility of passing them."" 


"What are the chances of promo- 


tion?" 


"If a man H steady and intelligent 


.e is just as sure to rise as he is in 
any other walk of life. Some men. 
of coarse, for some reason, rise more 


rapidly than others; 
name chances," 


"How about the chances of rising 


from the ranks?" 


"There is a better chance now for 


a man to obtain a commission than 
there was when I entered the service 
twenty-eight years ago, and I see by 
the papers that a good many enlisted 
men have gained the shoulder straps, 
but then we know nothing about that 
here."—New York Suu. 


NOVEL USES OF THE TELEPHONE. 


t'tSUzftl in I>ical Proct>«'<linc»-It« Help in 


Conducting Sunday School Srrvlfi'*. 
Of late the telephone has been 


utilized to u considerable extent in 
legal proceedings. 
Affidavits have 


been sworn to, acknowledgments have 
been taken, and in one case at least 
testimony has been received by tele- 
phone. 
The last innovation must be 


credited to Fort Scott, Kan., where 
two witnesses, described as prominent 
business men, were permitted to give 
evidence in this manner, the attorneys 
stipulating that no objection should 
be taken to this unusual proceeding. 


Another case that has attracted un- 


usual attention is reported from New 
York, \\ here an affidavit which had 
been telephoned from Cincinnati and 
acknowledged over the wire was ac- 
cepted in the supreme court as suffi- 
cient ground for the issuance of an 
attachment involving a considerable 
sum of money. The proceedings were 
unusual and interesting. 
The facts 


Avere telephoned from Cincinnati over a 
long-distance telephone line, an affi- 
davit was prepared at the New York 
end of the line and read to the com- 
plainant, who was standing at the 
telephone iu Cincinnati, where in the 
presence of witnesses he made the re- 
quired acknowledgment. It was still 
uecessasy to have some one in New 
York talk with the complainant and 
positively identify his voice. 
This 


was done, the papers were filed and 
the attachment issued. The interested 
parties announced that several days' ! 
delay had been avoided by utilizing J 
the telephone, and by this prompt ] 
action it was possible to have a judg- 
ment satisfied which it might have 
been difficult otherwise to accomplish. 


Many important transactions have 


hinged upon telephone messages, and 
the courts have long since recognized 
their admissibility as evidence under 
proper restrictions. 
Probably 
the 


first instance of this kind, and at any 
rate, tlie most notable early example 
of the telephone iu law. was the part 
played in securing the conviction of 
Ferdinand Ward, Oen. Grant's partner, 
in 1885. 
On Oct. 2G of that year 


James D. Fish, who had been con- 
victed of wrecking the Marine national 
bank of New York and was at that 
time -serving a terin-of ten years at 
Sing Sing, testified that he had re- 
ceived instructions from Ward by 
telephone regarding the disposition of 
certain securities amounting to §150,- 
000. Ward's attorneys, General Tracy 
aud Bourke Cockran, objected stren- 
uously to the admission of this testi- 
mony, but Justice Barrett decided 
against them. 
It may be interesting 


to recall the fact that Benjamin Fish, 
a brother of the convicted president of 
the Marine bank, in support of the 
testimony 
already mentioned, de- 


clared under oath that he had stood 
within eighteen inches of the tele- 
phone while his brother was talking 
to Ward, and that he heard the latter's 
voice distinctly and recognized it. 
When the attorneys for Ward de- 
clared that this statement was ridicu- 
lous the prosecution produced a letter 
that Ward had written to Fish, com- 
plaining that every one in the room 
where the telephone was placed could 
hear the conversation. 
The prosecu- 


tion relied upon the telephone mes- 
sage to convict Ward, and when an 
appeal was taken after Ward's sen- 
tence to ten years' imprisonment 
Justice Barrett's decision admitting 
the telephone message was sustained. 


Another striking example of the 


novel uses to which the telephone 
may be put, but an entirely different 
line from those mentioned, was af- 
forded by a remarkable session of a 
Sunday school at Wichita, Kan., where 
the superintendent, who was confined 
to his bed, conducted the services 
without, the slightest hitch, by means 
of an unusually sensitive 
telephone. 


The church and residence were con- 
nected by telephone, and three mega- 
phones were employed—one at the 
head of the superintendent's bed, one 
suspended from the centre of the 
church and one in front of the pulpit. 
The superintendent's voice was dis- 
tinctly heard by the congregation as 
he said "Good morning" and an- 
nounced the routine work of the 
school. 
He called for his favorite 


songs, and they were borne to his ear 
with all their melody and volume. He

The 
universal impression 
seems to be that if a man is good for 
nothing in any other 
Avalk of life he 
•will do for a soldier. 
This is wrong, 
for in no service in the world is there 
n more rigid physical examination 
than there is for the United States 
.army. 
Added to this, a young man 
must prove to the satisfaction of the 
recruiting officer that he is of good 
moral character. 
The reason for such 
precautions is that the applicants are 
more numerous than the existing va­ 
cancies in the ranks, and the military 
.authorities can afford to be ultra-fas­ 
tidious in the selection of Uncle Sam’s 
boys in blue. 


A visitor recently spent a morning 
in the office and watched the stream 
of men as they tiled in and out—most­ 
ly out—for the corporal in charge 
knows his business and transacts it 
with judgment and despatch, sizing up 
4t man in a moment. 


It was 9.30 o'clock when a heavy, 
lumbering, uncertain 
footstep was 
heard on the stairs, and a young man 
fairly well dressed lurched into the 
room. 
Without waiting for him to 
speak the old corporal said: 


“ Go home and sleep itott‘—we want 
jio jags here, young fellow.”

Of these, 142 only 
were accepted, the rest having failed 
in the physical examination or in­ 
quiries made into their character prov­ 
ing unsatisfactory.” 


“ What is the nature of the physical 
examination?” 


“ That is 
extremely 
severe and 
searching. 
When we think a man is 
lit for the service we take him in the 
back room and have him strip. 
The 
recruiting officer then examines him. 
His eyesight is tested, his teeth, ex­ 
amined »and a careful inspection made 
of his whole body to see that there 
are no physical defects such as cross 
or hammer toes. 
If he passes this 
inspection he is allowed to remain in 
the office until the regular medical 
examining officer arrives, when the 
applicant undergoes a second and still 
more searching inspection. 
If all is 
satisfactory the recruit is sent away 
with the next batch of recruits that 
starts for the West. 
On arrival at his 
regiment he may even then be reject­ 
ed on account of some defect which 
may have been overlooked here. 
But 
this seldom or never happens.” 


“ As a rule, are not the men who 
enlist desperate men who, 
having 
tried every other means of gaining a 
livelihood, have no alternative, and 
enlist in despair for something to 
eat?” 


“ By no means. 
Of course we have 
some of that class, but as a rule the 
young fellows who join do so because 
they want to see something more of 
their own country than they would 
otherwise have a chance of doing, and 
who are willing enough to give three 
years of their lives to that end. 
Very 
many of these young menre-enlist for 
a second term, and generally they 
make good soldiers. 
A few years of 
soldiering is a good thing for a young 
man.” 


“ Do you have many cases of men 
deserting after they have been sworn 
in?” 


“ In the three years that I have been 
in charge here I have only had one 
such case, and I didn’t bother after 
him further than to send a description 
of him to the police, and they would 
not be likely to trouble themselves, as 
the reward for giving up a deserter 
lias been reduced from $¿30 to $10, 
and that is not much of a temptation. 
Of course, men desert from their reg­ 
iments from various causes, but we 
have nothing to do with that here. 
But, as J have already said, the se­ 
lection of men is so carefully made 
that we know pretty nearly all about 
a man’s antecedents, 
Three men are 
going to San Francisco today, and we 
have two men awaiting a decision 
from the adjutant general as to wheth­ 
er they are to be received or not on 
account of a slight physical disability, 
on account ot* which the medical ex­ 
amining officer declines to take the 
responsibility of passing them.” 


“ What are the chances of promo­ 
tion?” 


“ If a man is steady and intelligent 
*e is just as sure to rise as he is in 
any other walk of life, 
S.onie men, 
of course, for some reason, rise more 


rapidly than others; but all have the 
same chances.” 


“ How about the chances of rising 
from the ranks?” 


“ There is a better chance now for 
a man to obtain a commission than 
there was when I entered the service 
twenty-eight years ago, and I see by 
the papers that a good many enlisted 
men have gained the shoulder straps, 
but then we know nothing about that 
here,”—New York Sun, 


NOVEL USES OF THE TELEPHONE. 


V U lizw l in T.rjcat V ro c c rd tn js* — U s H e l p in. 


C o i K h u ' t h i g S t u u l a y S c h o o l S e r v i c e » * 
Of late the telephone has been 
utilized to a considerable extent in 
legal proceedings. 
Affidavits have 
been sworn to, acknowledgments have 
been taken, and in one case at least 
testimony has been received by tele- 
j)hone. 
The last innovation must bo 
credited to Fort Scott, Kan., where 
two witnesses, described as prominent 
business men, were permitted to give 
evidence in this manner, the attorneys 
stipulating that no objection should 
be taken to this unusual proceeding. 


Another case that has attracted un­ 
usual attention is reported from New 
York, where an affidavit which had 
been telephoned from Cincinnati and 
acknowledged over the Avire was ac­ 
cepted in the supreme court as suffi­ 
cient ground for the issuance of an 
attachment involving a considerable 
sum of money. 
The proceedings were 
unusual and interesting. 
The facts 
were telephoned from Cincinnati over a 
long-distance telej^hone line, an affi­ 
davit was prepared at the New York 
end of the line and read to the com­ 
plainant, who was standing at the 
telephone in Cincinnati, where in the 
2>resence of witnesses he made the re­ 
quired acknowledgment. 
It was still 
necessasy to have some one in New 
York talk with the complainant and 
positively identify his voice. 
This 
was done, the papers were tiled and 
the attachment issued. The interested 
parties announced that several days’ 
delay had been avoided by utilizing 
the telephone, and by this prompt 
action it was possible to have a judg­ 
ment satisfied which it might have 
been difficult otherwise to accomplish. 


Many important transactions have 
hinged upon telephone messages, and 
the courts have long since recognized 
their admissibility as evidence under 
proper restrictions. 
Probably 
the 
iirst instance of this kind, and at any 
rate, the most notable early example 
of tlifr telephone in law, was the part 
played in securing the conviction of 
Ferdinand Ward,(Jen. Grant’s partner, 
in 1885. 
On Oct. 20 of that year 
James D. Fish, who had been con­ 
victed of wrecking the Marine national 
bank of New York and was at that 
time -serving a term of ten years at 
Sing ’ Sing, testified that he had re­ 
ceived 
instructions from Ward by 
telephone regarding the disposition of 
certain securities amounting to $150,- 
000. 
W ard’s attorneys, General Tracy 
and Bourke Cockran, objected stren­ 
uously to the admission of this testi­ 
mony, but Justice Barrett decided 
against them. 
It may be interesting 
to recall the fact that Benjamin Fish, 
a brother of the convicted president of 
the Marine bank, in support of the 
testimony 
already 
mentioned, de­ 
clared under oatli that he had stood 
within eighteen inches of the tele­ 
phone wliilo his brother was talking 
to Ward, and that he heard the latter’s 
voice distinctly and recognized it. 
When the attorneys for Ward de­ 
clared that this statement was ridicu­ 
lous the prosecution produced a letter 
that Ward had written to Fish, com­ 
plaining that every one in the room 
where the telephone was placed could 
hear the conversation. 
The prosecu­ 
tion relied upon the telephone mes­ 
sage to convict Ward, and when an 
appeal was taken after Ward’s sen­ 
tence 
to ten years’ imprisonment 
Justice Barrett’s decision admitting 
the telephone message was sustained. 


Another striking example of the 
novel uses to which the telephone 
may be put, but an entirely different 
line from those mentioned, was af­ 
forded by a remarkable session of a 
Sunday school at Wichita, Kan., where 
the superintendent, who was confined 
to his bed, conducted the services 
without the slightest hitch, by means 
of an unusually sensitive telephone. 
The church and residence were con­ 
nected by telephone, and three mega­ 
phones were employed- -one at the 
head of the superintendent’s bed, one 
suspended from the centre of the 
church and one in front of the pulpit. 
The superintendent’s voice was dis­ 
tinctly heard by the congregation as 
he said “ Good morning” and an­ 
nounced the routine work of the 
school. 
He called for his favorite 
songs, and they were borne to his ear 
with all their melody and volume. 
He 
joined in them heartily, and at the 
close of the service hetoldtheseholors 
that if they had enjoyed the hour as 
much as he had it was the grandest 
Sunday school session they had ever 
had,

Mr. H. AY. Reton-Knrr in the Con- 
tuvy d escribes his experiences “After 
Big Game in Africa and 
India." 
Shortly after bagging his first ele­ 
phant the author started after the two­ 
horned rhinoceros. 
He gives the fol­ 
lowing account of his experience: 


As 1 came round a bush I saw at tho 
bottom of a kind of natural alley in 
the forest, framed in like a picture by 
the trees, a massive old female rhi­ 
noceros. 
She was facing me, and 
standing half in sunshine, half in 
shadow. 
From a bush protruded the 
hind quarters of another. 
Signing to 
the Somalis to keep back I instantly 
sat down and “ drew a bead" upon her 
chest. The distance was about seven­ 
ty yards, and although the wind was 
adverse to her, and we had made no 
noise, she must have seen us like 
moving shadows among the trees, and 
was evidently full of suspicion and 
distrust. 


If I ever took careful aim it was at 
that moment, and under cover of the 
smoke I shifted my position as the 
rhinoceros came charging down upon 
us, giving three or four sharp whiffs 
like jets of steam, evidently with the 
intention of clearing the enemy away 
from the rear before making her es­ 
cape toward the front against tho 
wind. 
Having, as she supposed, ef­ 
fected this maneuver—a very usual 
one on the part of the rhinoceros 
she swerved off’, and the two broke 
away across the forest, crash after 
crash, dying away in the distance, 
marking their course as they receded. 
On perceiving the. rhinoceros go off 
apparently uniujured, my 
Somalis 
gave full vent to their disappointment, 
making extravagant 
gestures, 
and 
using what sounded like bad language, 
yet still in lialf-wliispers, as they 
knew instinctively that the animals 
might not have gone far, after all, es­ 
pecially if the one I had fired at had 
really received a mortal wound. 


The tracks avg uoav followed were 
deep holes and furrows imprinted by 
the animals at full speed. We had 
not gone far before I again saw the 
larger of the two rhinoceroses stand­ 
ing broadside on, and quite motion­ 
less, under a brush Avhicli concealed 
the head. 
Giving my three Somalis 
to understand that they must remain 
quiet, I aimed once more at the ani­ 
mal’s shoulder, taking care that no 


tAvig or branch Avas in the line of fire, 
knowing how easily a bullet» may be­ 
come deflected. 
My shot 
Avas fol­ 
lowed by a couple of short, angry 
snorts, the stamp of hea\ry feet and 
an appalling crashing, which advanced 
and then swept round toAvard the left. 
Another cautious advance on our part, 
and not far oil’ I sasv, near the centre 
of an open space, the smaller of the 
two rhinoceroses, but not the larger 
one. 


A shot delivered standing, from the 
shoulder, was folloAved by two shrill 
squeaks, as the animal tottered a few 
paces and fell over on its side—a 
sound most disproportionate to the 
size and bulk of so large a creature, 
but Avhicli I instantly recognized, 
from Sir Samuel Baker’s description, 
as the death-cry of the rhinoceros; 
and the hearing of it filled me A v ith a 
hunter’s joy. 
While I Avas reloading 
the Somalis had crept forward 
A v ith 
their spears, relying upon their own 
agility in evading any charge delivered 
by the larger one, which I knew must 
surely be somewhere near at hand. 
After peering over a Io av bush they 
executed a Avar dance upon the ground 
beyond, for there were the two rhi­ 
noceroses lying stone dead almost side 
by side. 
My Somalis gave way to 
shouts and exuberant mirth; they 
were transformed from scowling fiends, 
soured by the Avhite man’s folly, into 
radiant brown angels, and I allowed 
them to stroke my face and pat me on 
the back without a reprimand.

A Co*oforative Town. 


There has been a large number of ac- 


cessions recently to the town of Ruskin 
50 miles west of Nashville, which is 
conducted on the co-operative system. 
It was incorporated three years ago by 
the original thirty inhabitants, and they 
have grown to number of 225. 
The 


incorporators subscribed enough money 
to purchase half the land, the other 
half being given by persons interested 
in the enterprise. 


The colonists now own 1,005 acres 


of excellent ground, and the stores, and 
farm land and the mills are all con- 
ducted on the co-operative system. 
Nearly every family owns its own home 
but every resident of the place eats at 
the same dining table. 


In the morning the rising bell rings 


at 5.30 o'clock, and all members of 
the colony conform to a set ol regula- 
tions, which prescribes that they shall 
rise at the same hour. At 6.10 o'clock 
the breakfast bell is rung, and all the 
families of the village gather in the 
dining room. 
The table is waited on 


by school girls, who also wash the dishes 


At 7 o'clock another bell is rung,

WHISTLING LANGUAGE. 


Long-Distancc Speech of the 
Shepherds of Tenerift'e. 


Have you ever heard of the .so-called 


"whistlinglanguage"of Teneriffe? The 
probabilities are that you never haA-e. 
Yet this curious method of speech—ii 
indeed one can so describe it—dates 
from prehistoric times. 


The shepherd folk of Teiieriffe and 


Gomera use the "Avhistling language," 
and' the first recorded notice of it Avas 
made by a French traveler as far back 
as 1455. Since then stray wanderers 
haA-e called the world's attention, at 
long intervals, to the "language." 
Some years ago, AA hile roaming, Avith 
staff and scrip, through ravines and 
over the wild mountain ranges oi 
Teneriffe, it fell to the writer's lot to 
hear the shepherds thus conversing. 
By placing tAvo or three fingers in the 
mouth it is possible to make the whis- 
tle carry to a distance of three miles, 
or thereabouts. 
The lonely hills seem

One of the most recent additions to 


the literature issued by the depart- 
ment of agriculture is a circular de- 
scriptive of the camphor tree. 
It is 


referred to as a broad-leaf evergreen, 
related to the red bay and sassafras of 
the United States. In its native hab- 
itat it obtains a height of sixty to one 
hundred feet, 
with widespreadiiig 


branches and a trunk twenty to forty 
inches in diameter. 


The tree is native in the coast coun- 


tries of eastern Asia from Cochin 
China nearly to the mouth of the 
Yang-tse-Kiaug, and on the adjacent 
islands, from the southern part of the 
Japanese empire, including Formosa, 
under the Kyukyu [slands to Hainan, 
off the Cochin China coast. 
The 


trees groAv Avild in the native range, 
and are usually most abundant on the 
hillsides and in mountain valleys, 
Avhere there is good atmospheric* as 
Avell as soil drainage. The tempera- 
ture in the greater part of this region, 
which is partly Avithiu the tropics and 
partly subtropical, rarely falls beloAv 
freezing. 
The trees and evergreen 


change their leaves generally in April, 
and therefore the Avinter temperature 
is of far more importance than Avould 
be the case Avith a deciduous tree. 
It 


bears small, greenish white floAvers, 
from February to April, and, the fol- 
lowing October, very light one-seeded 
fruits about three-eighths of an inch 
in diameter. 


At Charleston, SummerA-ille and 


Augusta the trees have Avithstood a 
minimum temperature of 15 degrees 
Fahrenheit, but they have been pro- 
tected by surrounding 
trees and 


buildings. 


The most northern localities in the 


United States, so far as knoAvii by the 
department, where the camphor tree j 
ias been successfully grown out of 
doors, are Charleston and Sunimer- 
ville, S. C.; Augusta, Ga., aud Oak- 
land, Cal. Notwithstanding the com- 
paratively uarroAv limits of its natural 
environment, the camphor tree groAvs 
well in cultivation under widely dif- 
ferent conditions. 
It has become 


abundantly naturalized in Madagascar. 
It flourishes at Buenos Ayres. It 
thrives in Egypt, in the Canary Is- 
lands, in southeastern France aud in 
the San Joaquin valley in California, 
AA'here the summers are hot and dry. 


While the camphor tree will grow 


on almost any soil that is not too Avet, 
it does best on a well drained sautly 
or loamy soil, and it re'spoiiils re- 
markable Avell to the application of 
fertilizers. 
Its growth is compara- 


tively sloAv on sterile soils, but under 
favorable 
conditions it sometimes 


grows very rapidly. Under favorable 
conditions an average of thirty feet 
in height, Avith trunks six to eight 
inches in diameter at the base, may 
be expected in trees ten years from 
the seed. 


The principal commercial uses of 


the camphor tree are for the produc- 
tion of camphor gum and camphor 
oil. 
Camphor gum is employed ex- 


tensively in medicine. It enters into 
the composition of many kinds of 
liniments for external application. 
For liniment it is used especially in 
combination Avith olive oil. It is taken 
internally for hysteria, nerA-ousness, 
nervous headaches and diseases af- 
fecting the alimentary canal. It is a 
specific- in cases of typhoid fever and 
cholera. 
Camphor fumes have been 


used Avith success in cases of asthma. 
It has been used very extensively to 
keep insects out of furs, Avoolens. 
etc. 
In Japan camphor aud camphor 


oil are used in lacquer -work. The oil 
is somewhat similar to turpentine, 
and could doubtless be used to ad- 
vantage in varnishes and shellacs. It 
is now used in the manufacture of 
toilet soaps.

The daily routine on board is 
unvarying: therefore, to change the 
monotony, the prisoners have resort 
to all kinds of devices to make the 
time pass away as pleasantly as the 
circumstances Avill alloAv. 


Most loAver class Russians are born 


card players, so the convicts collect 
all the odd scraps of paper they can 
lay their hands on. Clubs and spades 
are roughly scribbled on these slips 
with the ink supplied for letter writ- 
ing purposes, Avhile to provide hearts 
and diamonds of the requisite color, 
one or more of the company consents 
to have a vein opened. This delicate 
operation is performed Avith the aid of 
the tin spout of a tea can, ground to 
a sharp edge on the iron deck. This 
improvised lancet also does duty as A 
razor, serving to remove the remain- 
ing hair from the head of some devout 
follower of Islam. 
The stakes of the 


card players are knobs of sugar saved 
by rigorous economy at the tea table. 
When these fail bones and odds and 
ends are substituted. 


On the fifteenth day at sea the fet-

this minimum should be of rare oc­ 
currence, 
The soil, perfectly sandy 
and well drained, should be irrigated 
unless there are abundant rains. Fifty 
inches of water during the warm 
growing season is desirable, and much 
more may. well be used where the air 
is very dry. 


Camphor trees may be grown either 
from seed or from cuttings4! They are 
usually grown from seed, as the trees 
fruit abundantly, and seedlings can 
be grown more easily than cuttings. 
The seeds are collected at maturity in 
October and November, and after dry­ 
ing are packed in sharp white sand or 
some similar material to keep them 
fresh until the time of planting in 
spring. 
About the last of March they 
are sown in drills in the seed bed. 


Camphor of good quality has been 
produced in Florida from the leaves 
and twigs of trees less than twenty 
years old, one pound of crude gum be­ 
ing 
obtained 
from seventy-seven 
pounds of leaves and twigs.—New 
York Advertiser.

The most northern localities in the 
United States, so far as known by the 
department, where the camphor tree 
has been successfully grown out of 
doors, are Charleston and Summer­ 
ville, S. C.; Augusta, (la., and Oak­ 
land, Cal. 
Notwithstanding the com­ 
paratively narrow limits of its natural 
environment, the camphor tree grows 
w'ell in cultivation under widely dif­ 
ferent conditions. 
It has become 
abundantly naturalized in Madagascar. 
It flourishes at Buenos Ayres. 
It 
thrives in Egypt, in the Canary Is­ 
lands, in southeastern France and in 
the San Joaquin valley in California, 
where the summers are hot and dry. 


While the camphor tree will grow 
on almost any soil that is not too wet, 
it does best on a well drained Handy 
or loamy soil, and it rtfsjmnils re-' 
markable Avell to the application of 
fertilizers. 
Its growth is compara­ 
tively slow on sterile soils, but under 
favorable 
conditions it sometimes 
grows very rapidly. 
Undei* favorable 
conditions an average of thirty feet 
in height, with trunks six to eight 
inches in diameter at the base, may 
be expected in trees ten years from 
the seed. 


The principal commercial uses of 
the camphor tree are for the produc­ 
tion of camphor gum and camphor 
oil. 
Camphor gum is employed ex­ 
tensively in medicine. 
It enters into 
the composition of many kinds of 
liniments for external 
application. 
For liniment it is used especially in 
combination with olive oil. It is taken 
internally for hysteria, nervousness, 
nervous headaches and diseases af­ 
fecting the alimentary canal. 
It is a 
specific in cases of typhoid fever and 
cholera. 
Camphor fumes have been 
used with success in cases of asthma. 
It has been used very extensively to 
keep insects out of furs, woolens, 
etc. 
In Japan camphor and camphor 
oil are used in lacquer work. 
Tho oil 
is somewhat similar to turpentine, 
and could doubtless be used to ad­ 
vantage in varnishes and shellacs. It 
is now used in the manufacture of 
toilet soaps. 
In Japan and China it 
has been used for illuminating pur­ 
poses, but it produces a smoky flame. 


Among the secondary uses of the 
camphor tree the most important is 
for ornamental planting. 
Its bright 
evergreen leaves, rapid growth and 
long life make it valuable for this 
purpose. 
In Japan and China it has 
been the principal tree planted in the 
temple courts for many centuries, 
and in these countries it takes the 
place of the historic oaks of England, 
it has been extensively introduced 
into Southern Europe 
and South 
America for ornamental purposes. 


The wood, with its close grain, yel­ 
low color and susceptibility to polish, 
taking a kind of satin-like finish, is 
exceedingly valuable in cabinet w ork, 
especially for making drawers, chests 
nnd cupboards proof against insects. 
The leaves and young branches, al­ 
though they have but a slight odor of 
camphor, are packed with clothing or

guard against insects.

Some elephants are said to lw pood 


cUmbers. They make their way up 
mud down imniutainfl und through a 
country of Htcep cliffs, where mules 
would not dare to venture, and even 
where men find passage difficult. Their 
tracks have been fouud ujiou the wry 
summit of mountains over seven thou- 
sand feet high. In these journeys an 
elephant 5s often compelled to descend 
hills ;iud mountain sidw which are al- 
most precipitous. This is the w«y in 
whicii it is done. The elephant's first 
manoeuvre is to kneel down dose to 
the declivity. One foreleg is then cau- 
tiously passed over the edge and a 
short way down the &lope, and if he 
finds there is no good spot for a firm 
foothold, he speedily forms one 
l>y 


stamping into the soil if it Is moist, or. 
kicking out a footing if it is dry. If 
the elephant is now sure of a good foot- 
hold, the other foreleg is brought down 
In the same way. Then he performs 
the same work over again with his 
feet, bringing both forelegs a little in 
advance of the first foothold.

One foreleg is then cau­ 
tiously passed over the edge and a 
short way down the slope, and if he 
finds there is no good spot for a firm 
foothold, he speedily forms one 
by 
stamping into the soil if it is moist, ot- 
kicking out a footing if it is dry. It 
the elephant is now sure of a good foot­ 
hold, the other foreleg is brought down 
in the same way. Then he performs | 
the same work over again with his ( 
feet, bringing both forelegs a little in 
advance of the first foothold. 
This 
leaves good places already made for the 
hind feet. Now, bracing himself up by I 
his huge, strong forelegs, he draws his 
hind legs, first one and then the other, 
carefully over the edge, where they oc­ 
cupy the first places made by the fore­ 
feet. This is the way the huge animal 
proceeds all the way 
down, 
zigzag, 
kneeling every time with the two hind 
legs while he makes footlioles with his 
forefeet. 
Thus the center of gravity 
U preserved, and the huge beast pre­ 
vented from toppling over on his nose.

the Fish. 


A sturgeon is naturally an inhabi- 
tant of the large rivers and brackish 


Avater of the north temperate zone, 
more particulai'ly 
of 
Europe 
and 
America, says the 
San 
Francisco 
Chronicle. 
The Sacramento, the San 
Joaquin, Russian Eiver and the Co- 
lumbia on the Avest and the 
Hudson 
and DelaAvare on the east are very 
favorable to its i^roduction in great 
quantities. 
^ The importance of the fishery to 
San Trancisco is shown by the amount 
brought into the market, in the first 
three months of last year, 
being 79 - 
761 pounds. 
' 


This intej-estingand curious fish has 
many points of singularity. Its armed 
exterior skeleton seems to point to its 
being one of the 
feAV descendants of 
the ganoid or armor-plated fishes of 
the prehistoric ages. 
The position of 
the mouth is much the same as in the 
shark family, but its íorm and func- 
tion is rather that 
of the remora, or 
sucker family. 
The flesh, too, is re- 
markable as being reddish and yelloAV 
and part white. 
English 
fishmongers 
call it '^beef and veal." 
In that coun- 
try it is usually cooked by baking A v i t h 
a stnfihig of fijie Jierbs. 


TJiere are several varieties of the 
sturgeon family, the sturgeon proper 
(accipenser sturio), the beluga and the 
sterlet being the principal,the tAvo lat- 
ter kinds belonging to the 
Russian 
Avaters. 


Some twenty-five years ago there 
Avere millions of sturgeons in San 
Fj-ancisco bay and tributary Avaters, 
principally in the mouths of the Sac- 
ramento and San Joaquin rivers, Avhere 
they lay o]i the muddy bottom feeding 
on ^ clanjs and bottom 
fisJies. 
The 
('hiñese, Avho have an inordinate fond- 
ness for gelatinous substances, such as 
isinglass, sea sAvalloAv nests, trepang, 
etc., im]iorted from China a 
very 
deadly liook for capturing the stur- 
geon, Avhich they caught solely for 
the marroAv in its peculiar 
backbone. 
They stripped out the backboJie and 
threAv away the rest. 
Some of 
the 
backbones Avere sent to China, Avhere 
isinglass is nuide from thejn and also 
a highly tenacious glue. 
The jmncu 
jnd use, however, is for making gela- 
tinous soup.

A VISiTTO THE RECRUITING OFFICE 
IN NEW YORK. 


Thoro Aro iMaiiy Moro Applirmifi» f<»r Kn- 
lUtinonl Ttiun IMHOOS to Ho Fillo;?-I're- 
oautioiis TaUon to S<'<miv« Good aioii- 
Seitrohinir lMiy«5ral KxaiuiiiHtioiu 
HutidretlR of young men apply for 
•enlistment every -week at the United 
States 
liecruitinft' office 
on 
Ninth 
^treet* 
The 
universal 
impression 
peems to be that if a man is good for 
nothing in any other -walk of life he 
•will do for a soldier. 
This is Avrong, 
for in no service in the world is there 
n more rigid 
physical 
examination 
than there is for the United States 
jirmy. 
Added to this, a young man 
must prove to the satisfaction of 
the 
recruiting officer that he is of good 
moral character. 
The reason for such 
precautions is that the applicants are 
more numerous than the 
existing va- 
cancies in the ranks, and the military 
jiuthorities can afford to be 
ultra-fas- 
lidious in the selection of Uncle Sam's 
boys iu blue. 


A visitor recently spent a morning 
iu the office and watched 
the stream 
<]f men as they iiled in and out—most- 
ly out—for the corporal in 
charge 
knows his business and transacts it 
with judgment and despatch, sizing up 
man in a moment. 
It was 9.i]0 o'clock when a heavy, 
lumbering, 
ixnoertaiu 
footstep 
was 
heard on the stairs, and a young man 
fairly M cll dressed lurched into 
the 
room. 
Without Avaiting for him 
to 
speak the old corporal said: 


'*(TO home and sleep it off—we want 
Jio jags here, young felloAV." 


Without a "vvord the man turned and 
stumbled downstairs again. 


'^Why did I turn him away?" asked 
•the corporal. 
''Would you employ a 
man in civil life who api)lied for a 
.situation Avheu he was drunk? 
It's 
the same thing here. We have drunk- 
Avds in the army, but they were sober 
Avhen they enlisted.'' 


"But suppose hecome.iin tomorrow 
sober, would-that make any differ- 


''Not the slightest. 
To give you 
some idea of the choice we have, from 
January to August of this year 
there 
were 4180 applicants, or about 
523 
men every month. Of these, 142 only 
were accepted, the rest having failed 
in the physical examination 
or in- 
<|uiries made into their character i^rov- 
iug unsatisfactory." 


''What is the nature of the physical 
examination?" 


"That is 
extremely 
severe 
and 
searching. 
When we think a man is 
lit for the service we take him in the 
I)ack room and have him strip. 
The 
recruiVing officer then eiHiniues him. 
His eyesight is tested, his teeth, ex- 
jimined'aud a careful inspection made 
of his whole body to see that there 
are no physical defects such as cross 
or hammer 
toes. 
If he passes this 
inspection he is allowed to remain in 
the office until the regular medical 
examining officer arrives, when the 
applicant undergoes a second and still 
more searching inspection. 
If all is 
satisfactory the recruit is sent away 
with the next batch of recruits that 
starts for the West. 
On arrival at his 
regiment he may even thea be reject- 
ed on account of some defect which 
may have been overlooked here. 
But 
this seldom or never happens." 


''As a rule, are not the men who 
enlist 
desperate men 
who, 
having 
tried every other means of gaining a 
livelihood, have no alternative, 
and 
enlist 
iu despair for something 
to 
eat?" 


"By no means. 
Of course we have 
some of that class, but as a rule the 
young fellows who join do so because 
they want to see something more of 
their own country than they would 
otherwise have a chance of doing, and 
who are willing enough to give three 
years of their lives to that end. 
Very 
many of these young menre-eulist for 
a second term, 
and 
generally 
they 
make good soldiers, 
A few years of 
soldiering is a good thing for a young 
man." 


"Do you have many 
cases of men 
deserting after they have been 
sworn 
in?" 


" I n the three years that I have been 
in charge here 1 have only had one 
such case, and I didn't bother after 
him further than to send a description 
of him to the police, and they would 
not be likely to trouble themselves, as 
the reward 
for giving up a deserter 
has been 
reduced from $30 to $10, 
und that is not much of a temptation. 
Of course, men dese^'t from their reg- 
iments from various causes, but we 
have nothing to do with that here. 
But, as I have already said, the se- 
lection of men is so carefully made 
that we know pretty nearly all about 
a man's antecedents. 
Three men are 
going to Ban Francisco today, and we 
have two men 
awaiting a 
decision 
from the adjutant general as to wheth- 
er they are to be received 
or not on 
account of a slight physical disability, 
on account of which the medical 
ex- 
amining officer declines to take 
the 
responsibility of passing them." 


"What are the chances of in'omo- 
tionV" 


"If a man is steady and intelligent 
^e is just as sure to rise as he is in 
any other ^yaik of life, 
men, 


of course, for some reason, rise more 


rapidly than others; but all have the 
same chances." 


"Ho\v about the chances of rising 
from the ranks?" 


"There is a better chance now f<»r 
a man to obtain a commission thau 
there was when I entered the service 
twenty-eight years ago, and I see by 
the papers that a good many enlisted 
men have gained the shoulder straps, 
but then we know nothing aboTit that 
here,"—NCM- York Hun, 


NOVEL USES OF 
THE 
TELEPHONE. 


VfJli'-i^ti in T.<>icMt l»rortM»(Uii(r«-Hs llolp In 


rencIiirtluK Stiiulny Srliool S«M'vit*o». 
Of late the telephone 
has 
been 
utilized 
to a considerable extent in 
legal proceedings. 
Affulavita have 
been sworn to, ackmjwledgments have 
heen taken, 
and in one case at least 
testimony has 
been received by tele- 
phone. 
The last innovation must bo 
credited to Fort Scott, Kan., where 
two witnesses, described as prominent 
business men, were permitted to give 
evidence in this manner, the attorneys 
stipulating that no objection should 
be taken to this unusual ])roceeding. 


Another case that has attracted uu- 
nsual attention is reported from New 
York, where 
an 
affidavit which had 
been telephoned from Cincinnati and 
acknowledged 
over the Avire was ac- 
cepted in the 
supreme court as suffi- 
cient ground 
for the 
issuance of an 
attachment 
involving 
a considerable 
sum of money. 
The proceedings were 
unusual and 
interesting. 
The facts 
were telephoned from Cincinnati over a 
long-distance 
telephone line, an affi- 
davit was prepared 
at the New York 
end of the line and read to the com- 
l^lninaut, 
who was standing at 
the 
telephone in Cincinnati, Avhere iu the 
l>resence of witnesses he made the re- 
quired acknowledgment. 
It Avas still 
necessasy 
to have some one in New 
York talk with 
the complainant and 
positively identify his voice. 
This 
"svas done, the papers Avcre tiled and 
the attachment issued. The interested 
p a r t i e s announced that several days' 
delay had been avoided by utilizing 
the telephone, 
and 
b^" this x^rompt 
action it was jjossible to have a judg- 
ment satisfied which 
it might have 
been diflicult otherwise to accomplish, 


Many important transactions have 
hinged upon telej^houe messages, and 
the courts have long since recognized 
their admissibility 
as evidence under 
proper restrictions. 
Probably 
the 
first instance of this kind, and at any 
rate, the most notable early example 
of thi? telephone in law, was the part 
pla3''ed in securing the conviction of 
Ferdinand Ward,(Ten.(T)'aut\s partner, 
in 1885. 
On 
Oct. 
oi that year 
James T>. Fish, who had been con- 
victed of wrecking the Marine national 
bank of New 
York and was at that 
time -iserYing a term of 
ten years at 
Sing ' Sing, testified that he had re- 
ceived 
instructions from Ward 
by 
telephone regarding the disposition of 
certain securities amounting to .$150,- 
000. 
Ward's attorneys, (Jeneral Tracy 
and Bourke 
Oockran, objected stren- 
uouslv to the admission of this testi- 
mony, but 
Justice 
Barrett 
decided 
against them. 
It may be interesting 
to recall the fact that Benjamin Fisli, 
a brother of the convicted ])resident of 
the Marine bank, in support of the 
testimony 
already 
mentioned, 
de- 
clared under 
oatli tliat he bad stood 
within 
eighteen 
inches of the tele- 
l^hone while his brother was talking 
to Ward, and that he heard the latter*« 
voice distinctly and 
recognized 
it. 
When 
the attorneys 
for Ward de- 
clared that this statement was ridicu- 
lous the prosecution produced a letter 
that Ward had written to Fish, com- 
plaining that 
every one in the room 
where the telej^hone was placed could 
hear the conversation. 
The prosecu- 
tion relied u^jon the telej^hone mes- 
sage to convict 
Ward, 
and when an 
appeal was taken 
after Ward*« 
sen- 
tence 
to 
ten years' 
imprisonment 
Justice 
Barrett's 
decision admitting 
the telephone message was sustained. 


Another 
striking 
example 
of the 
novel uses 
to -which the telephone 
may be put, but an entirely different 
line from those meutioned, M'as af- 
forded by 
a remarkable session of a 
Sundayschool at Wichita,Kan., where 
the superintendent, who was confined 
to his bed, 
conducted the services 
without the slightest hitch, by means 
of an unusually sensitive 
telephone. 
The church and residence were con- 
nected by telephone, and three mega- 
phones were 
employed- -one at the 
head of the superintendent's bed, one 
suspended 
from the 
centre 
of the 
church and one iu front of the i)uli}it. 
The superintendent's 
voice M as dis- 
tinctly heard 
by the congregation as 
he said 
''Good 
morning" and 
an- 
nounced 
the 
routine 
work 
of 
the 
school. 
He 
called for his favorite 
songs, and they were borne to his ear 
with all their melody and volume. 
He 
joined 
in them heartily, and at the 
close of the service hetoldthescholors 
that if they had enjoyed the hour as 
much as he had it 
M as the grandest 
Sunday school session they had ever 
had,

H, W. Reton-Karr in the Cen- 
tury describes his experiences '*After 
Big (4ame in Africa and 
India." 
Hhortly after bagging his first ole- 
jihaut the axUhor started after the two- 
horned rhinoceros. 
He gives the fol- 
lowing account of his exi>erionce: 


As 1 came round a bush I saw at the 
bottom of a kind of natural alley iu 
the forest, framed in like a pictiu'e by 
the trees, a nmssive old female rhi- 
noceros. 
Hhe was 
facing me, and 
standing half 
in sunshine, half in 
shadow. 
From a bush protrnded the 
hind (piavters of another. 
Signing to 
the Somalis to keep back I instantly 
sat down and *'drew a bead" u])on her 
chest. The distance was abont seven- 
ty yards, and although the wind 
was 
adverse to her, and we had nuule 
no 
noise, she must have 
seen us 
like 
moving shadows among the trees, und 
was evidently full of susjùcion and 
distrust. 


If I ever took careful aim it was at 
that moment, and under cover of the 
smoke I shifted my position as the 
rhinoceros came chai'ging down n]iou 
ns, giving three or four sharp 
Avhifls 
like jets of steam, evidently with 
the 
intention of clearing the enemy away 
from the rear before making her es- 
cape toward 
the front against the 
M'ind. 
Having, as she sui>])osed, ef- 
fected this maneuver—a very usual 
one on the part of the rhinoceros 
she swerved ofi', and the iwo broke 
away across the forest, crash after 
crash, 
dying away in the distance, 
marking their course as they receded. 
On perceiving the rhinoceros go oft 
apparently uninjured, 
my 
Somalis

T h e r e has been a large number of ac- 
cessions recently to the town o f R u s k i n 
g o miles west of Nashville, which 
is 
conducted on the co-operative 
system. 
It was incorporated three years ago by 
the original thirty inhabitants, and they 
have grown to number of 225. 
T h e 
incorporators s^ubscribed enough money 
to purchase half the land, the 
other 
half being given by persons interested 
in the enterprise. 


T h e colonists now own 
1,005 ^^cres 
of excellent ground, and the stores, and 
farm land and 
the mills are all con- 
ducted 
on the co*operative 
system. 
Nearly every family owns its own home 
but every resident of the place 6ats at 
the same dining table. 


In the morning the rising bell rings 
at 5.30 o'clock, and all members of 
the colony conform to a set ot regula- 
tions, which prescribes that they shall 
rise at the same hour. A t 6 . 1 0 o'clock 
the breakfast bell is rung, and all the 
families of the village gather in 
the 
dining room. 
T h e table is wailed 
on 
by school girls, who also wash the dishes 
A t 
7 o'clock another 
bell is rung, 
and that is the signal to begin 
work. 
T h e men and women as soon as this 
bell is sounded 
betake themselves 
to 
the work that has been assigned them. 


T h e 
money 
derived from the re- 
sources a n d enterprises of the colony 
is equally divided, and all the residents 
of Ruskin act like members of one large 
family.

One of the most recent additions to 
the literature issued by the depart- 
ment of agriculture is a circular de- 
scriptive of the cauijihor tree. 
It is 
referred to as a broad-leaf ever^-reen, 
Velated to the rod bny and sassafras of 
flie United States. 
In its native hab- 
itat it obtains a height of sixty to one 
hundred 
feet, 
Avith 
Avidespreading 
branches and a trunk twenty to forty 
in(»hes in diameter. 


The tree is native iu the coast conn- 
tries of eastern Asia from 
Cochin 
China nearly to the mouth of 
the 
Yang-tse-Kiang, and on the adjacent 
islands, from tho southern part of the 
Japanese empire, including Formosa, 
under the Ryukyu islands to Hainnn, 
off the Cochin China coast. 
The 
trees groAV AvikI iu the native range, 
and are usually most abundant on the 
hillsides and iu mountain 
valleys, 
where there is good atmosi)heric'as 
Avell as soil drainage. 
The tempera- 
ture in the greater part of this region, 
Avhich is imrtly Avithin the tropics and 
partly subti'opical, rarely falls })eloAv 
freezing. 
Tlio trees and evergreen 
change theii' leaves generally in April, 
and therefore the Avinter temperature 
is of far more importance than AVi)uld 
be the case Avith a deciduous tree. 
It 
bears small, greenish 
Avhite flowers, 
from February to April, and, the fol- 
loAving October, very light one-seeded 
fruits about three-eighths of an inch 
in diameter. 


At Charleston, 
Summerville 
and 
Augusta the trees have Avithstood a 
minimum temperature of 15 degrees 
Fahrenheit, hnt they have been pro- 
tected 
by surrounding 
' t r e e s 
and 
buildings. 


The most mn-theru localities iu the 
United States, so far as known l)y the 
department, Avhere the camphor' tree 
has been successfully groAvu out of 
doors, are Charleston and Suinnier- 
ville, S. C.; Augusta, (la., and Oak- 
land, Cal. 
Notwithstanding the com- 
paratively uarroAv limits of its natural 
euA^ironment, the camphor tree 
groAvs , 
Avell iu cultivation under 
Avidely dif- 
ferent conditions. 
It 
has 
become 
abundantly naturalized in Madagascar. 
It flourishes at Buenos Ayres. 
It 
thrives in Egypt, in the Canary Is- 
lands, iu scmtheasteru France aiid iu 
the San Joaquin A'alley iu California, 
Avhere the summers are hot and dry. 


While the cam])hor tree Avill groAV 
on almost any soil that is not too Avet, 
it dooB best o n a well drained 
s a n d y 
or loam^'-' soil, and it ri^spouHs re-' 
inarkable Avell to the aiiplicatiou of 
fertilizers. 
Its 
groAvth is compara- 
tively sloAv on sterile soils, but under 
faA'orable 
conditions 
it 
simietimes 
groAvs very rapidly. 
Undev favorable 
conditions an average of thirty feet 
iu height, 
Avith trunks six to 
eight 
inches in diameter at the base, may 
be exjjected iu trees ten years from 
the seed. 


The princii)al counuercial Tises of 
the cam})hor tree are for the produc- 
tion of camphor gum 
and 
camphor 
oil. 
Camphor gum is employed ex- 
tensively in medicine. 
It enters into 
the composition 
of many kinds of 
liniments for external 
application. 
For liniment it is used es])ccially in 
combination Avith olive oil. It is taken 
internally for hysteria, 
nerA'ousness, 
nervous 
headaches and diseases af- 
fecting the alimentary canal. 
It is a 
specific in cases of typhoid fever and 
cholera. 
Cami)hor fumes have 
been 
used Avith success in cases of asthma. 
It has been used very extensively to 
keep insects out of furs, 
Avool'ens, 
etc. 
In Japan cami)hor and camphor 
oil are used iu lac(pier-work. 
Tho oil 
is someAvhat similar to turpentine, 
and could doubtless be used to ad- 
vantage in varnishes and shellacs. It 
is now used in the manufacture of 
toilet soaps. 
In Japan and China it 
has been used for illuminating ]>ur- 
poses, but it produces a smoky flame. 
Among the secondary uses of the 
camphor tree the most important is 
foj* ornamental i^lanting. 
Its bright 
evergreen leaves, rapid gro\\ th 
and 
long life make it valuable for this 
purpose. 
In Japan and China it has 
been the principal tree planted in the 
temple courts for many centuries, 
and 
in these countries it takes 
the 
place of the historic oaks of England. 


but for the distillation of gum and oil 
Avith a i'ommercial view, aiul for 
the 
production of Mood foi- cabiuet pur- 
])oses, it must be groAvu under 
th« 
most favorable conditions. 
The iniu- 
imum Aviuter temperature should nob 
be below 20 degrees Fahrenheit, 
and 
this minimum should be of rare 
oc- 
currence. 
The soil, pfM'fectly sandy 
and Avell drained, should be irrigated 
unless there are abundant rains. Fifty 
inches of Avater during tho Avarm 
groAviug season is desirable, and much 
more may.Avell be used where the air 
is very dry. 


(•aui])hor trees may be groAvn cither 
from seed or from cuttiugsi They are 
usimlly grown from seed, as the 'trees 
fruit abundantly, and seedlings can 
be grown more easily than cuttings. 
The seeds are collected at maturity iu 
October and NoA-ember, anci after dry- 
ing are packed in shar^) Avhite sand or 
some similar material 
to keep them 
fresh until 
the time of ]>1anting in 
spring. 
About the last of March they 
are sown iu drills in the seed bed. 


Camphor of good quality has 
been 
produced in Florida from' the leaves 
and twigs of trees leas than tAventy 
years old, one pound of crude gum be-
